—President Ford, who las' night 
proposed a one-shot, $ 12 - billion 
ta:: cut for individuals, intends 
to ask Congress for a permanent 
S16.5-biJliou annual cut in indi- 
vidual income taxes that would 
heavily favor low-income groups, 
the Whire House said today. 

The new tax-reduction propos- 
al. disclosed by Press Secretary 
Ron Nessen. is expectea to go far 
in meeting congressional reserva- 
tions about Mr. Ford's S12-bUlion 
ta;:-cut plan, which leading Dem- 
ocrats said did not adequately 
focus on low-income citizens. 

Mr. Nessen said the permanent 
tax reduction would be iu 'addi- 
tion to the proposed 12-per-cent 
cash rebate applying to taxes on 
1P74 Income alone. 

He said the President would

income to continue in effect 
for as long as his proposed 
higher tariffs and excises on 
crude oil were collected, and he 
plans for those levies to go ou 
indefinitely.

As Moscow Deploys MIRVs 

IJ.S., Russia to Resume Tcdks 
On Arms Curbs Through 1985

WASHINGTON. Jan. 14 :IHT». 
— The United States and the 
Soviet Union will resume bilateral 
talks in Geneva at the end of 
this month, -with “the objective 
of working' out. this yew. a rew 
agreement limiting new offensive 
arms through Dec. 31. 1985.* the 
White House announced today. 

White House Press Secierary 
Ron Nessen said that the re- 
sumption of talks, set for Jan. ?1, 
was made passible by the accord 
reached 1 last .November in Vladi- 
vostok between President Ford 
and Soviet Communist party 
chief Leonid Brezhnev. 

The -news of the resumption of 
talks, also announced to Mos- 
cow, came at almost the same 
time that Secretary of Defense 
James Schlesinger told newsmen 
that the Soviet Union had begun 
its long-expected deployment of 
multiple independently targeted 
warhead missiles tMERVsi. 

The defense secretary said. 'We 
have confirmed evidence of Lbe 


deployment oi the SS-1S the 
largest of the new general ion" 
of Soviet missiles. 

Such missiles were perm i-. led 
under the previous a ere ti .. mu 
growing out of the biraicgiv A. nw 
Limitation Talks. The United 
States began deploying MIRV & 
five years ago. 

No Cause for Change 

Mr. Schlesinger emphasized 
that the Soviet deployment would 
not be cause for any change in 
American policy. He added thr.t 
the primary question was not 
when the missiles were deployed, 
a move which had been antici- 
pated for some time, but ramer 
“the pace and ultimate extent 
of the deploj-ment.'' 

The- SS-18. the larges' inter- 
continental ballistic missile to 
the world today, can cany a pay- 
load of 15,000 pounds, more than 
10 times that oi the largest Amer- 
ican missile.

S. African Papers Now Urge 
Majority Rule for Rhodesia 


JOHANNESBURG. Jan. 14 
• Reuters). — South Africa's Afri- 
kaans-languafire newspapers, pre- 
viously staunch supporters of 
Rhodesia's white government, are 
expresstor growing alarm about 
the possible consequences if black 
majority rule is not installed, in 
Rhodesia. 

Die Trausvaler, official organ 
of the ruling National party to 
Transvaal Province, said to a 
weekend report that Rhodesian 
Prime Minister Ian Smith "must 
now quickly and actively accept 
the logics.: consequences of his 
policy — that is. t. black majoriry 
government to Rhodesia — or 
otherwise the whole of southern 
Africa will be plunged into a 
bloody conflict between white and 
black.”

NAACP Picks Black Woman 
As Chairman-First in Post 

NEW YORE. Jan. 14 lAPj .—Margaret Wilson was elected 
yesterday as the first black woman to be chairman of the 
board of the National Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People. 

“1 assume they elected me because I’m competent and 
professional,” the St. Louis lawyer at a news conference. 
“My sex and my race -are accidents of my birth. I take them 
for granted.’’ 

Roy Wilkins, executive director of the NAACP, appeared 
at the news conference with Mrs. Wilson. He said she defeated 
three male candidates in the election at a closed session of 
the board. 

“It was not a close vote." Mr. Wilkins said. “It finally 
became practically unanimous." 

A 55-year-old divorcee with a 24-year-old son in Harvard 
law School, Mrs. Wilson said she hopes to attract more young 
members to the NAACP. 

“We need a million members." she said. Mr. Wilkins report- 
ed that membersliip grew by 26.000 to 440.000 last year, with 
a gross Income of fl.7 million. He said expenses exceeded 
income by $3,298. 

Mrs. Wilson said the goiUs of the NAACP are still the 
same as when it was founded 65 years ago — to eliminate racial 
discrimination. 

It must focus now. she said, on “institutional racism.” She 
defined that as “those subtle things that keep people out for 
artificial reasons." 

She became the NAACP’s second woman chairman. Mary 
White Ovington. a white woman who was a founder ol the 
society, served as acting chairman and then chairman from 
1917 to 1932.

Meanwhile, the White House 
estimated today that each Amer- 
ican family will pay about $250 
more yearly for fuel under the 
President’s program. This would 
include a 10-cents-a- gallon boost 
in the price of gasoline. 

Windfall -Profits Tax 
The spokesman also said that 
Mr. Ford is seeking as part of 
his program to raise $30 billion 
in new fuel revenues by a “wind- 
fall profits’’ tax on oil companies. 
Through this tax the government 
would recapture every dollar the 
Industry might make from some 
of the increases in fees, plus $3 
billion out of existing profits. 

The President, he said, also 
will: 

• Propose a S2-per-barrel ex- 
cise tax for both domestic and 
imported crude oil and products. 
When such legislation is passed, 
Mr. Ford would reduce the excise 
tax which Is supposed to go up 
to $3 for crude olL 

• Propose an. excise tax on 
natural gas of 37 cents a cubic 
foot, equivalent to $2 a barrel. 

• Lift controls on UJ5. crude- 
oil prices, now held at $5.25 a 
barrel. 

In announcing his proposed oil 
tariff, Mr. Ford said he was in- 
voking emergency powers to im- 
pose the levy. 

In his televised speech last 
night, Mr. Ford announced he 
would use his presidential au- 
thority to Impose a S3 -a -barrel 
tariff on Imported oil, an action 
some experts said would trans- 
late Into toe 10-cents-a-gallon 
increase in gasoline prices. 

Calling for a one-year morato- 
rium on new federal spending 
programs, the President also said 
lie will insist on a 5-per-cent 
limit on federal pay increased in 
1975 as wen as on federal retire- 
ment-pay Increases and Social 
Security increases. 

Conceding that the economic 
“going is rough” and “may get 
rougher.” Mr. Ford nevertheless 
declared that “we are not on toe 
brink of another Great Depres- 
sion.” 

He reported “some progress” in 
the battle against inflation and 
declared that the emphasis now 
must be shifted from fighting 
inflation to fighting recession. 

The fight will result in a bud- 
get deficit of $30 billion to $50 
billion in fiscal years 1975 and 
1976. he predicted. But unless toe 
government takes action to stim- 
ulate the economy and avoid a 
deeper recession, tax losses could 
mean that the deficits could be 
even higher, he said. 

All of his program, except the 
increase in import fees on foreign 
oil, requires approval from toe 
Democratic -controlled Congress.

With hardly a dissenting voice, 
members of the House Democratic 
Caucus voted to transfer to the 
House Judiciary Committee some 
of toe functions and staff of 
the Internal Security Committee 
together with its flies, collected 
when It was called the House 
Un-American Activities Commit- 
tee. on the allegedly subversive 
activity of more than 750,000 
Americans. 

Congressional liberals bad 
sought for several decades to kill 
toe committee, which was creat- 
ed in 1930 as the Select Commit- 
tee to Investigate Communist 
Propaganda. Over the years, the 
committee became the sounding 
board for such veteran anti-Com- 
munist crusaders as former Pres- 
ident Richard Nixon. Martin Dies 
and. Parnell Thomas. 

Committee interest hit its perk 
In the late 1940s. during the con- 
frontation between Alger Hiss, a 
former State Department official, 
and toe late Whittaker Chambers, 
who had confessed to having 
been a courier for a Communist 
spy ring. 

Hiss later was convicted of 
perjury and served 44 months in 
prison. 

The 1948-49 Hiss investigation. 
In which Mr. Nixon played a 
major role by using his position 
as a committee member to cham- 
pion Mr. Chambers’s cause, serv- 
ed to bring the then obscure 
California congressman to na- 
tional attention. 

Final action on the proposal 
to abolish the panel is to come 
Thursday in a vote by the whole 
House. Tester day’s action made 
lb seem certain that the com- 
mittee would be voted out of 
existence. 

Rep. Peter Rodino. D-N.J., the 
chairman of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, probably would halt fur- 
ther Investigations into subversive 
activities. 

“This is a moment In history.'* 
said Rep. Robert Drinan, D-Masa, 
a Jesuit priest who has led the 
campaign to kill the committee. 
A member of both toe Judiciary 
and Internal Security Commit- 
tees, Rep. Drinan specifically had 
sought a seat on the security 
panel to work to put it out of 
business. 

Attempts Failed 

For years, House liberals had 
been thwarted in attempts to cut 
off financing for the committee. 
An attempt last year to transfer 
the functions to the Judiciary 
Committee was defeated by a vote 
of 246 to 164. 

But yesterday, those members 
seeking abolishment had the 
backing of most of the 75 new 
Democratic representatives, elect- 
ed in November.

A resolution to abolish the In- 
ternal Security Committee was 
first introduced yesterday by Rep. 
Drinan, then withdrawn when the 
chairman of the committee. Rep. 
Richard Ichord, D-Mo.. proposed 
one with similar wording. The 
differences were minor, mainly 
concerning toe transfer of staff 
aides from toe Internal Security 
Committee to the Judiciary Com- 
mittee. 

Although the work of the In- 
ternal Security Committee— toe 
name was changed five years ago 
from Un-American Activities 
Committee — had dwindled In re- 
cent years, along with toe atten- 
tion it drew, it had a 1974 budget 
of $725,000 and a staff of 30. 

The committee over the years 
also had looked Into the work 
of such rightist groups as the 
German -Am erica Bund, toe Ku 
Klux Klan and, lately, radical 
groups such as the Symbionese 
Liberation Army. 

In recent years, fewer and fewer 
Democrats bare been willing to 
sit on toe committee. Rep. Ichord 
presently is the only Democratic 
member, leading Rep. Symington 
to comment that he is “the cap- 
tain of a ship without a crew.”

Earlier, the committee adopted 
without objection a motion to 
recommend the seating of sen.

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Ford on the Economy 


President Ford's early conviction that In- 
flation was the prime foe of the American 
economy has been substantially altered. The 
timing of his economic “fireside chat” to the 
people Monday evening— in advance of his 
formal report to Congress on the state of the 
nation — was, doubtless, chiefly affected by 
the Democratic congressional assertion of Its 
own general Intentions that afternoon. But 
its substance was encouraging. The Pres- 
ident has abandoned his former dependence 
on rhetoric and negativism, in meeting 
America's economic problems and is produc- 
ing a program of action, directed toward 
meeting the recession. 

Such a new direction is undoubtedly nec- 
essary, not only In the practical sense of 
combatting a condition in which, as Mr. Ford 
put it, “the going is rough and it may get 
rougher.' 1 There is also the matter of public 
pressures, reflected In the decline of the 
President's popular support, as shown by 
opinion polls, and the political pressures 
Implicit In the evident determination of the 
Democrats to take the bit In their teeth un- 
less there Is more decisive guidance from the 
presidential hands on the reins. 

That the latter could be an additional item 
of confusion in a confused situation is clear 
enough. As Sen. Robert Byrd. D-W.Vcu, In 
attacking the lack of presidential leadership, 
put it very bluntly, 535 members of Congress 
cannot lead the nation — that requires "one 
man. one voice." And the Democrats’ own 
program Indicates that Congress, alone, 


would be strong on spending, weak on ways 
to pay for it. 

This does not mean that Mr. Ford's pro- 
posals for tax rebates, accompanied by in- 
creased Import fees on foreign crude oil and 
eventual grants to those afflicted by un- 
employment will, or should, be accepted by 
Congress without question or amendment. 
The effect of the measures can only be 
guessed at; the kind of “three-front cam- 
paign" the President hopes to wage against 
inflation, recession and energy dependence 
is new to governments and economists alike, 
and the crystal ball of economic prophecy Is 
clouded indeed. 

But the President has tried to distribute 
his forces to meet each of the areas of the 
campaign, and there is wide agreement that 
some kind of tax cut or rebate Is the best 
method of Shooting adrenalin Into the 
economy now. Where the difficulty lies will 
be In directing the Impact of that needle In 
a manner that will not only relieve the poor- 
est groups, but stimulate capital Investment 
as well— to say nothing of finding acceptable 
ways of paying for government expenditures. 

The President, then, has certainly not nec- 
essarily given the final answer to the Amer- 
ican economic problem, nor is it likely that 
his State of the Union message wXQ do so. 
But he has shown a degree of initiative that 
has thus far been lacking in his economic 
pronouncements, and he has. at least, pro- 
duced the elements of a program that can 
be argued over, rationally, rather than 
merely dismissed out of hand.

urgent examination of the ways In which 
the CIA appears to have gone beyond its 
legislative charter over the years. On the 
contrary, we think that this matter cannot 
be left solely to President Ford’s "blue rib- 
bon" commission and that standing commit- 
tees of both Houses have some responsibil- 
ity to make Immediate Inquiries into charges 
which have raised serious questions in the 
public mind about whether assorted intel- 
ligence agencies of the federal government 
are even now under effective control. But 
none of these committees has a sufficiently 
broad area of Interest to undertake the sort 
of full-scale investigation that is sorely 
needed.

According to Sen. Mathias, In the 28 years 
since the creation of the Central Intelligence 
Agency there have been more than 200 sep- 
arate resolutions and legislative proposals 
urging the reform one way or another of the 
agency itself.

Now 
the reformers are having another go; fresh 
resolutions are being prepared and several 
different congressional committee hearings 
are under way on various aspects of the 
latest crisis in CIA's affairs.

Michael 
Harrington, D-Mass.. have a better Idea. The 
two senators are supporting a resolution to 
set up a select Senate committee, equally 
divided between Democrats and Republicans, 
to study not just CIA but all domestic and 
foreign intelligence activities of the UJ5. 
government. It would review the past, re- 
port on the present and make some pro- 
posals for the future. Mr. Harrington would 
establish a new House select committee on 
intelligence, which would also take a broad 
■view of the intelligence problem, while ad- 
dressing itself to the particular allegations 
which have recently been made against the 
CIA. 

The point of all this, as we understand it. 
Is by no means to preempt or postpone ait 


For what Is sorely needed is not only to 
know whether on this or that occasion, or 
In this or that particular fashion, the CIA 
or the FBI or other intelligence operations 
have violated regulations or the laws in ways 
that impinge on the rights of private citizens. 
Rather, it also seems necessary at this point 
to go back to the drawing board and re- 
examine in the most searching and painstak- 
ing way what this country’s current require- 
ments are in terms of an intelligence capa- 
bility and how that capability can best be 
accomplished without undermining consti- 
tutional rights of individuals or putting at 
risk their legitimate national security inter- 
ests. There Is no use pretending that these 
two objectives are not by their nature In 
conflict much of the time. Just as there are 
risks to rights of privacy In any domestic 
intelligence operations so there would be a 
risk to U.S. national security In ending secret 
Intelligence activities by the government. 
Unless you are prepared to accept extreme 
solutions, one way or the other, It comes 
down to a balancing of risks and some very 
hard choices. 


And It also comes down to the question of 
who does the balancing and to what extent 
the decisions are subject to effective super- 
vision and control by both the Congress and 
the executive branch. Clearly some of the 
Intelligence machinery and some of the prac- 
tices have outlived their usefulness. But 
this Is not necessarily to say that a whole- 
sale dismantling Is indicated. The point is 
to decide, first, what the real requirements 
are. That is why the proposals for broad 
and searching congressional inquiries by 
select committees strike us as a good Idea.

The Coup d’Etat Mentality

’DOME — In early 1970 Italy's 
minister of the interior as- 
sured me there wasn't the slight- 
est chance of a coup d'etat or 
paramilitary attempt In this coun- 
try because there was neither tbe 
man to lead such an undertaking 
nor the public opinion ready to 
tolerate it. 


Yet, within a few months. 
Prince Valerio Borghese. a Fascist 
war hero, made precisely such an 
attempt, actually occupying tbe 
Interior Ministry for one night. 
Since then there were two report- 
ed— although not yet judicially 
confirmed— putsches In 1974, and 
the air remains filled with murky 
rumors. 

That this country, with its 
tragic experience of Fascism, 
should be supersensitive an this 
issue is not surprising. Key Com- 
munist leaders (who have an ex- 
pert party network on such mat- 
ters) keep bags packed to dis- 
appear suddenly when coup ru- 
mors get warm and make it a 
practice at such times to sleep 
at continually shifting hideouts. 
It is believed a plot last Septem- 
ber planned to machine-gun 
Communist party leader Enrico 
Berlinguer at his seaside villa in 
Sardinia. 

Yet, the 1970 Interior Ministry 
was not wholly wrong. No com- 
petent putschist has yet appeared 
at tbe head of a conspiracy; no 
program appealing to mass 
hackers has been enunciated; and 
public opinion has shown keen 
dislike of such ventures. 

Neither Borghese's so-called 
"Avanguardia Narionale” nor 
other alleged ooup proponents 
such as “Or dine Nuovo.” “Online 
Nero.” "Rosa del Venti,” or 
"Civiita Crlstiana'’ seem to rep- 
resent more than handfuls of 
crackpots. 

Although there are still plenty 
of reports that Iran, Saudi Arabia 
and even leftist Libya are In the 
market with financial aid to 
potential antl-Communist put:ch 
movements here, tracing such ru- 
mors ir like putting your finger 
on quicksilver. Some wealthy 
Italians have seemingly been 
tempted to help extra-legal un- 
dertakings— including shipowners, 
businessmen, and one of the 
country's richest industrialists, 
who was arrested. 


just last week. Another high of- 
ficer, Gen. Ugo Ricci, was Jailed 
last month. 

AH these peculiar moves— pe- 
culiar because they have yet to 
be explained fully to the public 
—are added to reports that one 
of tbe projected 1974 coups ex- 
pected to start with an assas- 
sination of tbe interior minister 
and a mass killing of trade union 
leaders. 

There have been grim tales of 
secret "parallel hierarchies” of 
both military and civilian admin- 
istration and of armed networks 
In Veneto, Liguria and Tuscany. 
One rumor even has it that 
plotters Intended to poison city 
water supplies with radioactive 
waste in order to promote panic; 
another, that the president of the 
republic was to be kidnapped. 

Unquestionably some of these 
tales are true, some are not. 


Moreover, it will be hard to draw 
the line until Investigations have 
been completed and testimony 
made public. There is no doubt 
that exaggerating coup d’etat at- 
mospherics has political value for 
the left, which is not involved, 
which is demonstrably anti- 
fascist, and which Is calling for 
a "historic compromise” to share 
governing responsibility with the 
Catholic center.

Mideast Lobbies 


The editorials by The Wash- 
ington Post and The New York 
Times and the articles b; An- 
thony Lewis and Marilyn Berger 
(XHT, Dec. 31) make It all too 
dear that our foreign policy and 
thinking with respect to the 
Mideast are dictated by lobbies, 
both at Capitol Hill and the 
White House. 


The Rumors 


Nevertheless, since the disap- 
pearance of the Greek junta and 
the gradual fading of Spain as 
a dynamic factor liere, the at- 
mospherics of coup- making hare 
diminished. A certain officer who 
had been military attache in the 
Athens of the colonels and then 
became counterintelligence chief 
of Italy’s military inte llige nce or- 
ganization, known as SID, seems 
to have been at the heart of orig- 
inal rumors concerning Greek 
plots here. But all this has now 
vanished. 

Indeed, there is every indica- 
tion that azttl-coup feeling is 
stronger today than at any time 
since the past decade began.

The Israeli lobby appears to be 
upping Its targets, a US. commit- 
ment to supply Israel with arms 
has been accepted as necessary 
but now it Is suggested that the 
calculated vagueness of our read- 
iness to stand at Israel's side may 
lead to expectations of open- 
ended support. The director of 
studies at the U.S. Council on 
Foreign Relations, in fact, has 
already suggested on absolutely 
unambiguous American commit- 
ment to that country. Including 
the stationing of American forces 
there to prevent a resumption of 
fighting. 

To make matters worse, the ofl 
lobby Is apparently behind our 
weighing the possibility of tak- 
ing up arms against the Arab oil- 
producing countries In order to 
regain their lost fields there. Tbe 
oil companies are not only mak- 
ing exorbitant profits, but their 
lobby has apparently played a 
role in restraining the govern- 
ment from doing anything serious 
about conserving oil supplies, 
thus placing our whole economy 
in jeopardy. 

Then, adding complication to 
complication, there is the aims 
lobby, which apparently has 
caused the government to ap- 
prove the sale of American arms 
on a big scale to the very Arab 
oil-producing countries we are 
thinking of attacking. 

Have we no statesmen who. in 
the interest of the public weal, 
can resist the lobbies?

and Economic Development, a 
$200 -million fund to assist 
African states in their oil pur- 
chases, on Arab Bank for Agricul- 
tural and Industrial Development 
with $900 million, an Islamic 
Fund with more than $2.5 billion 
available in aid funds. And this 
is Just a partial list. 

On their homefronts, the 
Arabians can boast of the world's 
most extensive, totally free 
health, education and social secu- 
rity programs.

Miss 
Sagan soon became a legend. She 
spent her nights in dubs, gambl- 
ing (she had herself barred from 
France’s casinos for five years), 
in sports cars (one almost fatal 
crash), with front page weddings 
and, in between, a rich, if often 
ill- received, literary career. Miss 
Sagan neither accepts nor rejects 
her legend. *T have worn my fame 
as If it were a veil,” she says. 

In the new book, she speaks out 
on a number of issues: love, Jeal- 
ousy, people, money, pleasure, 
children and life as a whole. 

An Instant star, Miss Sagan 
had to choose "between being a 
scandal writer or a bourgeois 
ypung girL In fact, I was neither. 
My only way out was to do what 
I wanted. Since X like excess, I 
kept going further and further.” 

She finds life can be “a dread- 
ful Joke” The only salvation? 
"A solid sense of humor.” 

"I hate people who take them- 
selves seriously,” she adds.

PAR1Si 'That’s Entertainment’ lives Up to Name

T>ARIS, Jan. 14 (IHT). — In 
A “That’s Entertainment” (in 
English at the Normandie and 
the Cluny-Ecoles), Hollywood 
turns back the clock and, with a 
brave smile, gives us virions of 
a lost world. 

An anthology, composed of ex- 
cerpts from the multimixUon- 
dollar musicals produced by 
MGM over 35 years, it fulfills 
the promise of Its title. This is 
a grand and rousing show. 

Jack Haley jr. edited the selec- 
tions with smooth professional- 
ism, bridging them with reminis- 
cences by their surviving Dartld- 
pants. The result is a spectacle 
of zest and sparkle, exactly what 
the public wants as its box- 
office receipts everywhere testify. 
Latter day movie-makers, please 
copy. 

During its two-and-a-half-hour 
course, "That’s Entertainment” 
outlines the growth of the screen 
musical from the twenties to 
Cole Porter’s “High Society" and 
the much-Oscarized "GigL" There 
is an ensemble from “The Broad- 
way Melody" (1929) with Charles 
King saluting the Great White 
Way as a line of overweight 
chorus girls raise their high bats 
and twirl their canes. The film 
proved such a sensation that all 
the stars were ordered to slug 
and dance — one sees Clark Gable, 
Robert Montgomery and James 
Stewart trying to execute this 
command. Raids on Broadway 
followed. Bing Crosby was re- 
cruited from Paul Whiteman’s 
bond to be Morion Davies’s part- 
ner; Jeanette MacDonald and 
Nelson Eddy were wooed from 
operetta to vocalize on screen and 
Fred Astaire, Gene Kelly, Eleanor 
Powell came to dance before the 
cameras.

Soon Hollywood was training 
such youngsters as Judy Garland 
and Mickey Rooney as song-and- 
dance performers and devised a 
lavish brand of musical This 
form had wide range as is illus- 
trated in “That’s Entertainment" 


with scenes from. “Meet Me in 
St. Louis,” "The Wizard of 03,” 
"The Band Wagon,” “Sin gin’ hi 
the Rain,” ‘The Pirate,” "Show- 
boat,’’ "Seven Brides for Seven 
Brothers,” & duet, by Jimmy 
Durante and Prank Sinatra, 
Maurice Chevalier in a number 
from "Gigl,” the comic capers of 
Donald O'Connor and as a finale 
the Place de la.. Concorde se- 
quence from "An- American in 
Paris.” Fred Astaire, Frank Sina- 
tra, Liza MjtoPQlIL James Stewart, 
Mickey Rooney, Elizabeth Tay- 
lor and others oblige with rec- 
ollections of the golden era, often 
standing against the background 
of toe now Idle sound stages.

Mora health centres 
rmH health posts were built 
rmrl existing ones expand- 
ed. 

Two important health 
projects were also initi- 
ated. The first project, con- 
struction of "Cocoa Clinics" 
for fanners, was started by 
the Cocoa Marketing Board. 

.The first of these clinics 
to be established in several 


parts of toe country to sup* 
plement existing health 
centres, is now being built 
at Tepa in Ashanti. The 40- 
bed clinic costs C200.000. A 
novelty “Health on Wheels" 
scheme, aimed at providing 
medical services for mothers 
and children in toe rural 
areas through mobile clin- 
ics, has been instituted by 
the Government 

A new C4.3 million ultra- 
modern hospital to Tamale 
and a C2.5 million psychi- 
atric hospital near Accra 
have been commissioned. 
Work will begin on the 
building of two regional 
hospitals for Sunyani and 
Ho this financial year. 

Education 

The establishment of the 
Ghana Teaching Service 
represents the cornerstone 
of toe sustained effort to 
educational reform and de- 
velopment which has char- 
acterised toe three years of 
administration of toe Na- 
tional Redemption Council. 

A National Consultative 
Committee on Education 
Finance has been set up to 
study and make recommen- 
dations on education ex- 
penditure in toe country. 

The continuation school 
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CoL LK. Adieampong. Head of Slate and Chairman af the rnlinq 
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programme which started 
with IS pilot schools to 
1 969/70 has expanded to 
involve 325 schools. The 
course content of the pro- 
gramme has been system- 
atically diversified to in- 
volve some 20 different 
vocations. 

The number of secondary 
schools in the public sys- 
tem has increased from 149 
in 1972/73 to 162 to 1973/74 
with corresponding increase 
in enrolment from 62,479 in 
1973 to 72,034 to 1973/74. 

An additional 400 teach- 
ers have been engaged to 
raise the number of second- 
ary school teachers from 
3.584 in 1972/73 to 3,983 
in 1973/74. 

The intake of technical 
institutions in the public 
system has increased to a 
total enrolment of 12,330 in 
1973/74. 


Foreign Affairs 

In toe diplomatic field, 
relations between Ghana 
and her neighbours have 
undergone remarkable im- 
provement Diplomatic links 
between Ghana and the 
Eastern European countries, 
severed after the 1966 coup, 
have also been reestablish- 
ed. As a result, most of the 
economically viable proj- 
ects started by these coun- 
tries during the First Repub- 
lic but aban donned in 1966 
are being reactivated. 

Ghana continued to pur- 
sue a policy of friendship 
with all countries in keep- 
tog with its foreign policy of 
positive neutrality and non- 
alignment. Anumber of 
trade and co-operation 
agreements were signed 
during toe year. Ghana 
was represented at many 
international meetings and 


The Republic of Ghana 
covers 522 miles from 
south to north and 355 
miles from east to west, 
with an area of 92,100 
square miles.

On I9to June, 1974 the 
Board of toe Ashanti 
Goldfields C o rporation 
(Ghana) declared a total 
dividend of CIO million 
which was unprecedent- 
ed and the Government 
received C5.5 million as 
its share of dividends. 

Among recent foreign 
Investments were four 
which were Inaugurated 
during toe last three 
months. These were the 
Bibiani Metal and Wood 
Complexes, the Willow- 
brook Assembly Plant 
and toe Neoplan Bus 
Production Plant The 
Bibiani Metal Complex, 
sited in the heart of Gha- 
na's rich forest belt, is a 
joint tripartite enterprise, 
the joint owners being 
toe Government of Gha- 
na, the Government of 
Poland and a fully Gha- 
naian private company, 
toe Menleo Enterprises 
Ltd. The Government of 
Ghana's shareholders 
are represented by toe 
Ghana, Cocoa Marketing 
Board, toe State Gold 
Mining Carporatior and 
the National Investment 
Bank. The Metal Export 
Company and Ihe Bal 
Trading Company, both 
of Poland, take up to9 
Polish Government's 
share in the venture. The 
firm produces machetes, 
hoes, tree pruners, felling 
axes, pick-axes, shovels 
and spades. 

The shareholders of 
toe ■ Bibiani Wood Com- 
plex are toe Stale Gold 
Mining Corporation rep- 
resenting toe Govern- 
ment of Ghana with 49 . 
per cent - of toe shares 
and a fully Ghanaian 


owned private company 
— Menleo Enterprises 
Ltd. — taking up the re- 
maining 51 per cent The 
Complex produces furni- 
ture parts, louvre doors, 
door jams, door seals, 
gun parts, green lumber 
and sewing machine 
covers and base. 

The Willowbrook As- 
sembly Plant in Accra is 
a joint venture between 
toe Government and Wil- 
lowbrook (UJC) Ltd., with 
toe Ghana Government 
holding a majority of toe 
shares. The plant pro- 
duces buses to be used 
by the Omnibus Services 
Authority. It will also 
produce other types of 
vehicles required by toe 
private sector of toe econ- 
omy as well as by Gov- 
ernment departments and 
institutions. 

The C2.5 million Neo- 
plan Assembly Plant in 
Kumasi is a joint venture 
between toe Ghana Gov- 
ernment rmrl Messrs. Gett- 
lob Anwarter of the Fed- 
eral Republic of Ger- 
many, for the production 
of Neoplan buses. It is 
the first bus production 
plant in West Africa. 

Ghana's economic poli- 
cy is based on the prin- 
ciple of self-reliance and 
a philosophy that places 
effective control of the 
significant areas of toe 
economy in ihe hands of 
Ghanaians. However, 
toe Government does not 
interpret this philosophy 
to mean that Ghana, or 
any other nation, can be 
self-suffidenL To ensure 
maximum development 
and efficiency, the Gov- 
ernment continues to en- 
courage foreign invest- 
ment in joint ventures 
and in projects totally 
owned by foreign in- 
terests. 

Ghana has a mixed 
economy providing for 
toe development of both 
public and private sec- 
tors. The bulk of toe 
GNP of the country is 
contributed by toe pri- 
vate sector in which 
Ghanaians and foreign- 
ers operate alongside 
each other. And it is toe 
desire of toe Government 
that this happy trend 
should be mairitamed. 

To clarify its policies 
towards foreign invest- 
ment in Ghana, the Gov- 
ernment, in January 
1973, published a state- 
ment outlining its invest- 


ment policy. This state- 
ment sets out the extent 
to which foreign partici- 
pation would be encour- 
aged in the commercial 
and industrial activities 
of the country. Under 
this policy, the Govern- 
ment has reserved the 
provision of public utili- 
ties and economic and 
social infrastructure to 
the State. This means 
that toe Stale is principal- 
ly responsible for the pro- 
vision of services such 03 
power and water and 
maintenance of the public 
transport system. The 
Government will also 
participate in large ex- 
tractive industries such 
as mining and timber 
operations with employ- 
ed capital of C50Q,000 or 
minimum annual turn- 
over of Cl million. On 
the whole Ghanaian par- 
ticipation is considered 
desirable In all areas of 
toe economy. 

Nevertheless, foreign, 
Investment will be per- 
mitted to operate with or 
without local participa- 
tion in areas which 
would require advanced 
technology, large foreign 
exchange outlay and 
which will substantially 
help to increase the 
foreign exchange re- 
sources of toe country. 
Ghana's acceptance of 
foreign investments is 
also based on factors 
such as follows: 

a) toe investment 
should fit into the devel- 
opment programme of 
toe nation; 

b) the investment 
should meet particular 
project needs. For ex- 
ample, tt should provide 
resources such as capi- 
tal and technology, 
which cannot be locally 
mobilized; and 

c) toe terms of toe in- 
vestment should be mod- 
erate and consistent with 
the country's resources 
and ability to ensure 
repayment. 

Foreign investments 
are welcome in manu- 
facturing, agriculture, 
tourism and mining. In 
manufacturing, toe coun- 
try, following iU policy 
of self-reliance, is deter- 
mined to ensure full utili- 
sation of toe capacities 
of its industrial plants. 
This requires investments 
— both Ghanaian and 
foreign — in the produc- 
tion of raw materials and 


establishmen of agro- 
based industries.. Some 
of the projects identified 
for foreign participation 
are pulp and paper, 
caustic soda, P. V.C., 
calcium carbide, fertilizer 
and iron and steel. There 
is also room for foreign 
investments in Ghana's 
wood and Umber indus- 
try. The wood industry 
accounts for about 17.8% 
of the country's export 
proceeds. But apart from 
20 most popular and 
commercialized species 
there are nearly 200 less- 
known species and it is 
in this area that foreign 
participation would be 
most welcome. 

Agriculture also pro- 
vides another area for 
foreign investment As 
an important aspect of 
the policy of self-reli- 
ance, the Government 
has embarked or.- an 
agricultural revolution 
unprecedented in the 
history erf the country. 
Special attention is being 
given fo large-scale com- 
mercial farming along- 
side toe traditional small- 
scale units. To this end. 
the 1974-75 national bud- 
get proposals provide 
a wide range of financial 
and fiscal incentives to 
foreign investments in 
agriculture. F o r e i gners 
are expected to go into 
areas such a3 the produc- 
tion of rice, cotton, palm 
oil, sugarcane and live- 
stock. 

Besides manufacturing 
and agriculture, the 
country's extractive in- 
dustries and tourist trade 
are also open to foreign 
participation. Mineral 
exports comprising gold, 
diamonds, manganese 
and bauxite already ac- 
count for about 12.8 % of 
the country's total ex- 
ports. But certain impor- 
tant mineral resources of 
the country remain un- 
tapped. Among these are 
the country's vast depos- 
its of bauxite at Kibi- 
and Nyinahin, estimated 
at 400 million tons. Kai- 
ser Aluminum, which 
already has an alumi- 
nium smelter in Ghana 
with a monthly produc- 
tion of 145.000 tens cf 
aluminium, has formed a 
consortium (BASCOL) 
with a Japanese com- 
pany to study the ex- 
ploitation of the bauxite 
deposits at Kibi. The 
Government is looking 


for foreign partners for 
the exploitation cf the 
Nyinahin deposits. 

To provide for a fully- 
integrated aluminium in- 
dustry, foreign partnership 
is also required for an 
aluminium rolling mill. 

Other mineral deposits 
so far discovered include 
spodumene colurabile, 
kaolin, mica and iron 
ore. Oil prospecting and 
drilling are also open to 
foreign capital and ex- 
pertise. There are al- 
ready off-shore discover- 
ies in the South-Western 
parts of the country. 
Inland prospecting is also 
in progress. Ten bore- 
holes so far drilled in- 
land provide indications 
of oil and natural gas. A 
number of foreigr com- 
panies have shown in- 
terest in the scheme, and 
with the recent increases 
in oil prices it is being 
considered that even toe 
small discoveries of oil 
and gas can be com- 
mercially exploited. 

Of equal Importance 
to Ghana is toe develop- 
ment of its enormous 
tourist potential. The 
Government invites both 
Ghanaians and foreign- 
ers to invest L i the in- 
dustry. Areas open to 
foreigners include casi- 
nos, restaurants and 
catering services, hotels 
and other accommoda- 
tion facilities designed 
for tourists, tourist resorts 
and hotel management 
and marketing. As in 
the case of other areas of 
the economy, foreigners 
investing in tourism 
would be expected to 
team up with Gha- 
naians. 

As a positive indica- 
tion of its desire fo pro- 
mote foreign 1 3 vestments 
in Ghana, the Govern- 
ment provides a wide 
range of fiscal and tax 
incentives. These include 
concessions for acceler- 
ated depreciation and 
duty exemption on plant 
and machinery. Invest- 
ments can be granted a 
tax holiday for a period 
up to five years. Full 
legal guarantees are 
provided to safeguard 
foreign investments 
against expropriation. 
The Capital Investments 
Board, a statutory body, 
administers the incentives 
and also serves as Gha- 
na's investment promo- 
tion center.

— Inflation in the United States, 
Japan and France fang been modestly decelerating since last 
August but shows no moderation in Britain, Italy and other 
countries, the Organization for Economic Cooperation and 
Development says In its latest report. 

Despite higher food prices tn the United States, monthly 
consumer price increases from August to November have 
slowed from L3 per cent to 0.7 per cent, the report said. For 
the 12 months to November, the inflation rate In the U-S. was 
12.1 per cent compared with 62 per cent for 1973. 

The report showed consumer prices in many countries 
remaining substantially the same or rising from August to 
November. For the 12 months to November, all 20 OECD 
countries showed a higher rate of inflation over 1973 except 
West Germany and Greece. 

Inflation in 1973 in Germany was 6.9 per cent and in the 
12 months up to last November was 6.5 per cent. For Greece 
the figures were 15.5 and 152 per cent.

It is a truth universally ac- 
knowledged. as that well-known 
bridge player Jane Austen might 
have said, that the number of 
tricks taken by the declarer and 
the tricks taken by the defense 
must total 13. However, it is not 
always clear to the declarer at 
the start of the play that this 
well-known conclusion, will be 
reached. It appears to him not 
infrequently that he can take 
nine tricks, that the defenders 
can take three and that one is 
in limbo. 

This was the position an the 
diagramed deal from the life 
master men's pairs championship 
in San Antonio, Texas, bat 
month. 

South's light-hearted overcall 
of one spade was based on the 
favorable vulnerability. West, also 
in an aggressive mood, contributed 
a negative double Showing heart 
length. North naturally raised the 
spades to game, and became the 
only player at the table with 
sound values for his bidding ac- 
tion. East made a greedy double, 
reck o ning that he would make 
three tricks, which was right, 
that his partner should produce 
at least one, which was wrong. 

A lead of the nine or ten of 
diamonds would have given South 
a c h a n ce to score the diamond 
queen. It is unlikely that he would 
have accepted the chance, but as 
West led the diamnnH Hug the 
possibility did not arise. 

The declarer could sow see 
three losers, two clubs and the 
heart ace. But he could only see 
nine winners: five trumps in his 
hand, one ruff in the dummy nnH 
three tricks in the red suits. He 
considered a dummy reversal, an 
attempt to raff aU dummy's dia- 
mond losers in the closed 
but was deterred by the com- 
munication problems and the 
danger of an overruff.

These, however, fade into Incon- 
sequence by comparison to the 
political situation. Perpetual re- 
ports of kidnappings, atrocities, 
murders, threats to foreign jour- 
nalists -by right wing thugs, make 
Argentina a most dubious proposi- 
tion . 

I am perfectly prepared to be- 
lieve that by 1978, all may be 
relative sweetness and light; the 
country may again be calm under 
yet another military dictatorship. 
But as things stand, even if the 
World Cup were to go on, there 
is every chance it would paral- 
lel the first World Cup. In 3930. 
Then, it may be remembered, 
every \ major European soccer 
country refused to send its t e a m , 
an t3ie long sea voyage to Uru- 
guay,-. the consequence was 
imtl-iclimax.” Uruguay, incensed, 
didn't compete In another World 
Cup for twenty years. - 

A Split Possible 

There is every chan ce that by 
the end of .1976, FIFA will have 
split In two, with the European 
bloc on one side, the South Amer- 
icans tynri their African allies on 
the other. That would be the end 
of the World Cup as we know 
It, and Havelange might find him-* 
self the president of a mere shell. 
We shell see. 

Meanwhile, things in Brazil are 
looking up, at least from the soc- 
cer . point of view. .There was, 
very properly, . widespread dis- 
gust in Brazil at the betrayal of 
the country's splendid soccer 
traditions in the last World Cup, 
when cynical, -often thuggish 
flefM-tw* was the order of the day.

■NEW YORK, Jan. 14 (NYTX— 
Organised baseball is safe from 
destruction for at least another 
season. 

The Major League Baseball 
Players Association provided that 
assurance yesterday by withdraw- 
ing two grievances involving the 
renewal clause to the uniform 
player contract. 

One grievance was filed by Bob- 
by Tolan of the San Diego Padres, 
the other by the association. 

Club owners had expressed con- 
cern, bordering on hysteria, about 
the possible outcome of the 
grievance hearing that was to be 
held today. They have reacted 
to any threat to change the sys- 
tem. 

Had the three-man arbitration 
panel agreed with the players' in- 
terpretation of the clause, the 
owners contended, there would 
have been many free agents, like 
Jim (Catfish) Hunter, at the end 
of the 1974 season which they 
held would have shattered the 
foundations of the game, if not 
destroyed it. 

The association felt the owners* 
fears were unfounded, but decided 
to withdraw the grievances for 
strategic reasons. 

For one thing. Marvin Miller, 
the association's executive direc- 
tor, in a lett er dated Jan. 9. told 
John Gaherin, the owners’ 
representative, that no player 
would have profited immediately 
from a decision In the associa- 
tion's favor. 

For another, most players would 
have signed 1975 contracts by the 
time a decision could have been 
reached, leaving perhaps only a 
handful who could have taken 
advantage of free- agent status at 
the end of the coming season. 

Finally, negotiations for a new 
basic agreement are expected to 
begin early in the season, perhaps 
April or May (the current agree- 
ment expires Dec. 3D. which. 
Miller wrote, will give the two 
sides an opportunity “to resolve 
by agreement not only the precise 
question raised in the grievances 
but also related matters in the 
most constructive and mutually 
acceptable manner.” 

Some baseball people believe 
that had the grievances been 
heard and decided in the players’ 
favor, a hostile atmosphere would 
have been created among the 
owners, which would have wreck- 
ed the negotiations before they 
began. 

In withdrawing the grievances, 
Miller reserved the right to re- 
state them at any time. He left 
a clear implication that if the 
players made no progress to their 
efforts to gain some changes in 
tile reserve system during the 
negotiations, the grievances would 
be filed again. 

The renewal clause, paragraph 
10 A of the contract, gives a team 
the right to renew for one year 
an unsigned player's contract 
from the previous season. The 
owners argued that the renewal 
clause automatically became part 
of the renewed contract, which 
meant they could invoke the 
clause anytime. 

The players, however, contend 
the contract can be renewed for

schoolboy that, in his middle 40s. be still resembles. But 
the style— including the sartorial style— is that of a writer who 
has Made It. against rather heavy odds. These included a 
sketchy education, which ended formally at the age of 14, and 
the ’refe* origins that accounted far it — specifically, his “work- 
ing class” Nottingham background. But, enthroned last night 
at George Whitman’s Left Bank bookshop, drawing placidly 
on a cigar as he prepared to read some of his poetry, 

Alan siliitoe could not have looked more at heme with his feet 
np in Netting Hill Gate. 

Lucky wip iigh to have the slightest build that lends itself 
to yiCTT? and doubtless aware that poets are a nattier breed 
t han novelists, he dresses in line with the lyrical subdivision of 
his dual metier. Last night he was a black-and-white study 
that might have attracted Whistler: white tunic shirt, tightly 
buttoned at the neck, modlshly cut black suit with cream- 
colored waistcoat, and neat black boots. Sharing the platform 
with Wm was Ruth Fainllgbt. the American-born shozt-stary 
writer and poetess who— as nobody happened to mention last 
night — is also Mrs. Alan Siliitoe. 

Last night's reading session came about haphazardly, they 
explained. The author of the best-selling “Saturday Night and 
Sunday Morning” and “The Loneliness of the Long-Distance 
Runner,” having recently published a new novel (The Future 
of Life”, W. H. Allen, London) and a new book of poems (The 
Storm and Other Poems." also W. H. Allen i came here from 
London, with his wife and their 12-year-old son, for a brief 
holiday. Whereupon **my old friend George Whitman” snared 
them for a reading. 


In a Hospital 

Siliitoe began writing poetry when he was about 20, before 
he became a novelist, but “prose soon muscled in..." He 
was in a hospital, lie said, undergoing treatment for tuberculosis, 
and began to read a lot because of his enforced leisure. “1 
read an advert that said, Tf you are reading this without mov- 
ing your lips, you can beame a writer'.” Although he is better 
known today as a novelist and short-story writer than as a poet, 
he still thinks that “poetry is, in a sense, more important than 
prose.” 

Both Alan Siliitoe and Ruth Raintight read clearly and 
distinctly, with more professionalism th^n most poets. Last 


night he read some of his early poems, “because those are the 
'only ones I have with me.” In one of than entitled “Rats,” 
Siliitoe displays a talent for invective reminiscent of the earlier, 
angrier John Osborne, teeing off on “the rodent planners” 
who are dehumanizing the cities of the West. There was also 
a sort of wry postscript to Eliot: "... The Waste Land was 
a place/Where I best played.” 

After reading from half-a-dozen poems, Siliitoe announced 
that he would now “band you over to Ruth Raintight." A 
RmaUiEb. striking figure, her dark hair bound In a sOk scarf, 
shg too wore a white tunic-blouse, with a dark skirt. She 
explained that, though born , in New York, she was educated 
in Europe anri brought up here, “so I have never decided If 
I am an American poet or an En glish poet.” She sounds, most 
of the time, like an English poet— because of the accent, that 
is. The poems she read included Tania. v an elegy for the 
woman companion of Che Guevara, who, like him. was slain 
in Bolivia: 

“ . . How long did you tie hidden by the water’s edge . .

When his wife- had finished, Alan Siliitoe returned to the 
platform to read from his first book of short stories. The Lone- 
liness of the Long-Distance Runner.” He chose a story in 
which a boy of 14 recalls an otherwise tedious Saturday after- 
noon when, as a 10-year -old, T saw a bloke try to kill him- 
self." It is a very funny story and the author read it well, 
with obvious enjoyment. The audience, silent during the 
poetry readings, came gratefully to life. Siliitoe, getting into 
his stride, brought an almost Dickensian manner to his read- 
ing. not quite acting out the story but altering his voice adroitly 
and fleshing the monologue with gestures.
